four years of bis Administration no tffort 
was made to past a free coinage bill, as it 
was well known that he would veto such a 
measure, 


Four years ago Benjamin Harrison was 


nominated on a platform, which declared 
"for the use of gold and silver as money," 
That was nothing more than all parties, 
•xcept radical greenbackera, favor, yet we 
were told that it meant free coinage. 
In 


1890, when silver was reduced to a com- 
modity by the Sherman Act, passed by a 
Congress, both Houses ot which were Re 
publican, there was a schism in tho Repub- 
lican ranks, and at the November election 
that year, the Republicans were snowed 
nnd*r. Everybody then believed that the 
Fifty-second Congress would remonetiz» 
ailver, and the belief was prevalent until 
the Bland bill was tied up id the House 
and the Stewart bill similarly disposed of 
in the Senate, This provestbat Wall Street 
and the Administration control enough 
votes in Congress to prevent the passage 
of a free coinage bill, and that both parties 
are trying to deceive the people on the 
ailver question. 
In nearly every State 


east of Colorado the Republican platforms 
declare thtt they stand with President 
Harrison and the Republican parly in firm 
unJ unyielding opposition to free coin- 
age. 


On the other hand Democratic State 


conventions oppose free coinage and de 
clare for Cleveland, who is as firmly op 
posed to silver as Harrison, while in Kan 
sag the Democrats deolaie for free coin 
age, and instruct for Cleveland, who i 
opposed to it, in the same breath.

CnrP'ed BO 
terribly by rheumatism that for the past 
six mouths he had not been able to 
mount his perch, he suffered uncom- 
plainingly until Monday, when the dis- 
ease attacked his heart aud he suc- 
cunibed. The circumstances surround- 
ing his death were pathetic* 


On Monday morning Head Keeper 


Byrne was passing through the bird- 
house, and, an is hia custom, approached 
the aged cockatoo and said, "Good 
morning." Crocky, who was lying in 
hid C.H;O, looked at the speaker piteoufaly 
v.-ith hid sharp little eyes, now dimmed 
with suffering, but made no response. 
"U oodby, then, Crocky," said Mr. Byrne, 
and ho -walked awuy. He had almost 
reached the door when he heard a feeble 
little chirp, and turning saw the hoary 
bird erect upon his feet. 
"Goodby" 


screamed Crocky bravtly, and toppling 
over on his side he fell dead. 
This 


coekatoo was at the time of his death ' 
101} ears old, and hie age is well au-, 
thenticated. 
He was brought to this 


country iu 1798 by a sailor, who had 
purchased him in China. The mariner 
sold his pot to Captain William Taylor, 
who, 
after spending thirty years in puri- 


fying Crocky's vocabulary, which had 
been sadly soiled on tho voyage over, 
diod, with his life work accomplished. 
Tho bird, profane no longer, after spend- 
ing several years with the family of 
Matthew Baird, became the property of 
the Baldwins, whence his surname. 


Thirty years later Hugh Madeira be- 


came his possessor, and after passing 
through various hands in 1873 he was 
donated to the "Zoo."—Philadelphia 
Record.

If tin 
work were one of inero charity jt would 
bo very worthy on account of its cheap- 
ness. But it is dignified and ennobled 
by the fact that each $1.20 raises a man, 
or a woman, or a whole family in the 
scale of civilization—inspires its benefi 
cjary with fresh hope and courage to re- 
new the battle of life on a higher moral 
plane." 


Not only does tho bureau sue employ- 


ers for wages due their workmen, but it 
prosecutes in the criminal courts those 
rascals who fleece the poor. It is sus- 
tained by voluntary subscriptions col- 
lected among the larger business firms 
of the city.—New York Post.
